New Stance Enrages AIDS Workers

NEW YORK — The Cay Men's Health 
Crisis announced Iasi week a. cam¬ 
paign to encourage mv-icsting 
among those people At risk for devel¬ 
oping AIDS, setting off a wave of 
Controversy in the gay and AIDS com¬ 
munities. Citing 'compelling reasons 
to get tested and to know your anti¬ 
body status," the organization aban¬ 
doned its long-standing ambivalence 
on the subject of HIV testing for peo¬ 
ple who are sy mptomatic. 

In his announcement, made at an 
August 15 press conference at

GMHC's headquarters in Chelsea, 
GMHC Executive Director Richard 
Dunne said that the campaign will 
include £10 thousand worth of print 
ads in seven New York-based news¬ 
papers. The ads read, in part, H lf you 
haven't taken the antibody test for Lhc 
AIDS virus, think about it, because if 
you leal positive, now there are 
choices." 

Among Lhc choices GMHC pre¬ 
sents are olher Immune syslcm tests, 
and prophylactic drugs like AZT and 


aerosolized pentamidine. It is Lhc lack 
of access Lo and availability of these 
and other AIDS drugs, as well as the 
disputed effectiveness of AZT, that is 
at the heart of negative community 
reactions to the announcement. 

New thugs, New Laws 

For many years, groups like 
GMHC fell that the ask of discrimina¬ 
tion and the Stress and ambiguities 
associated with the knowledge of 
one's 1 ElV status, together with a lack 
of treatment options, made ITIV test¬ 
ing An unwise decision. 

But Dunne said that New York 
States law protecting the confidential¬ 
ity of test records, and the existence 
of new drugs that both treat and pre¬ 
vent AIDS-fdlled condELton prompted 
GMHC* turnaround. 'In other slates 
we wouldn't be able io run these 
ads," Dunne sakJ. 

Dunne acknowledged lhaL "the 
existence of drugs ks meaningless with¬ 
out access to them, including primary 
medical care." But others arc insisling 
that without being able LO provide 
such care and access, encouraging HI V 
testing is unethical and wrong. 

Damian Marlin„ the executive 
director of the Hetrick-M An in insti¬ 
tute, a social service organization for 
gay and lesbian adolesce ms, called 
the decision "unfortunate." 

'No Serviced 

'A medical test only helps if it 
improves the modfoal .services for the 
people being tested * Martin told Ouf- 
Wtafc Speaking about the homeless 
adolescent* who comprise the msjori- 
ty of his agency's clients, he said, 
can A even gei litem in for treatment 
for syphilis or drug addn.1k>n. There'S 
absolutely no way that we can gel 


them in for the prophylactic treat¬ 
ments for HIV. 'the lea is not wrong 
m itself, ESut why push ICSiing when 
lin.-re Are no services to follow it?" 

Martiri added, "It is wrong io 
spend £i0 thousand io advcrstisc 
about a test, raiher than spend the 
money to advertise the lack of access 
to health care because the New York 
City public health syslcm is in a stale 
of collapse.

The rally included a 
speech by Francisco Dominguez* a 
member of Flispanos Unidos Gays y 
Lesbian as, who addressed the need 
for lesbian and gay fights EQ be irtie- 
gral in the flight for Puerto Rican sdf- 
deteltn ina! ion. 

The demonstration took place 
four days before the United Nations 


Decolonization Committee convened 
on August l6_ Marchers demanded 
that the United Nations supervise the 
plebiscite on Puerto Rico's status 
scheduled for 1991, which will deter¬ 
mine whether Fuctlo Rico will 
become an independent republic, the 
51&t State of the United States, or 
retain as present status as a US. com¬ 
monwealth. 

The referendum is supposed to 
give Puerto Rico's 5 5 million resi¬ 
dents the right to determine their own 
^xdiLieal future, but many in the inde¬

A flyer handed 
out at the rally also stated, The United 
States (must] meet its responsibility for 
91 years of colonial exploitation of our 
nation by carrying out the economic 
reparations necessary to the transition 
From colonialism to independence." 

Lesbians, Gays, Independent & 

Although struggling for accep¬ 
tance in the Larger independence 
movement, "the gay community has 
always been present in the indepen¬ 
dence movement/ according to Pedro 
Perez, a member of ihe lesbian and 
gay contingent.

for New York City's gay 
men and lesbians, which 
pissed the City Council in 
1906 after nearly 13 years 
of debate.

ACT UP/NY 
nixes media 
ban 

NEW YORK — At Its regular 
Monday nj^ht meeting on August H, 
ACT UP/New York narrowly defeated 
a proposal l hat would have allowed 
the membership to vote 10 ban the 
pres* from meetings. 

The proposal, in the form of an 
amendment 10 Ail 1 HP's working 
document, which functions as the 
group's const ilui ion, included a spe¬ 
cial provision for “members of the 
press who are also rwembecs of ACT 
UP;," who would have been allowed 
10 attend such meetings, but not to 
report on them. 

The proposal was a direct reac¬ 
tion to monitoring of Coordinating 
Committee meetings by New 
Native reporters, according to ACT UP 
Treasurer Dan Baker, who presented 
the idea to the floor. Many at the 
meeting saw tire proposal as a way to 
shake off the attentions of the Native, 
whose editor* John Hammond, has 
recently be guts attending, voting at, 
and writing about ACT UP meetings. 

The Native has subjected ACT 
UP's finances and financial decisions 
to unusually close scrutiny m recent 
weeks. Some ACT UP members main¬ 
tain that the Natives interest in the 
group's finances date from ACT UP'S 
call fox a boycott of the tcn-ycar-otd 
gay newspaper. Olliers have accused 
the paper of making veiled allegations 
of financial wrong-doing and embez¬ 
zlement in the guise of expressing 
concern for the group. 

In the past* general meetings 
have voted to allow or disallow cam¬ 
era crews and phaftjgraphcrs to tape 
or take pictures on a case by case 
basis- Sources report that committee 
meetings have in the just asked prim 
reporters to leave (he room, including 
purnalists from Vw WAfag* Vftt'ceand 
Newiivevk h remains unclear whether 
individual meetings will retain ihc 
power to vote on the presence of the 


press. 

Baker was disappointed with the 
floor's decision. "It doesn't change 
anything. We're hack in the vague 
area wc were before." Me added, "It 
could potentially inhibit free conver¬ 
sation in the Coordinating Commie- 
tcc/ ¥ Citing recent Native coverage, he 
said, "Our democracy and our Open¬ 
ness have been used against us' 

Among those who Spoke against 
the proposal weffl several OuiWeek 
reporters who regularly attend meet¬ 
ings, but do not usually write about 
ACf UP for the magazine because of 
ifcieir involvement with the group.

WASHINGTON — Jeffrey Gould 
won the firs! round in his sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination case against 
Big Brothers of the National. Capitol 
Area, a Washington, D-C. -based agen¬ 
cy that matches adult volunteers with 
boys in need of role models. On 
AugjUS 7, the D.C Office of Human 
Wights ruled that big Brothers is not 
exempt from the local Human Rights 
Act p which bars discrimination on a 
number of grounds, including sexual 
orientation. 

Big Brothers was charged with 
discrimination after it refused to allow 
Gould, a 28-year-old health educator 
for the American College Health Asso¬ 
ciation, to become a "big brother' 
solely because he is gay. The counsel 
for Big Brothers 1 assertion that, as a 
non-profit volunteer organization it 
was not bound by the human rights 
law, was rejected by the Office of 
Human Rights. 

The publicity surrounding the 
case Led two D.C*afea women to 

contact Gould independently and ask 
him lo be their sons’ “big brother.'

Georgia gay and lesbian activist 
are using Lhe opportunity lo develop 
a legislative repeal strategy LhaL would 
strike lhc law from the books.

Barriers, Solutions, Creating Trust: 

The Minority AIDS Battle

WASHINGTON—The problem is the 
tvtj-expanding epidemic of AIDS and 
how k is increasingly a disease of the 
poor and socially dbenfranchised, 
The soluEians are not readily appar¬ 
ent But more ihan 1 fc 00G health care 
workers, policy makers, educators 
amt AIDS activists recently gathered 
In Washington to try to fund them.

Balancing the Budget With Blood 


T he gulf Lh widening between 
Governor MtrLo Cuomo’i 
sweet rhetoric on AIDS and 
New York Stated deadly policies and 
backwards budget priorities. The 
slate Is revising medicaid regulations 
to limit care outside of bos* 
pilal slays, including access 
la physicians and clinics, 
laboratory procedures, and 
prescriptions. This action 
ihreatens to cut off people 
living wiLh AIDS and HIV-in- 
fcctcd individuals from the 
care which can help them 
survive. It goes against ihe 
medical consensus (hat early 
intervention is the most ef* 
feciiwe treatment for HIV dis¬ 
ease. 

Specifically, the regula¬ 
tions limit medicaid cover¬ 
age Lo 14 outpatient visits 
per year Eo physicians 
and/or clinics. “The limits are ridicu¬ 
lous, especially in terms of AIDS or 
any other chronic illness/ observe* 
Anne Milano-Tedeschi, a benefits and 
entitlements advocate at the 
Community Health Project (CHF). 
Gay Men's Health Crisis (CrMEIC) esti¬ 
mates Lhat H a minimum of twelve vis¬ 
its per year to a physician is neces¬ 
sary to monitor the progression of 
IIJY iltncss." Twice that number arc 
involved for anyone receiving aerosol 
pentamidine (a preventative therapy 
for treatment against pneumoeyslis 
pneumonia, the number-one killer of 
people wtJh AIDS), and many more 
to sec specialists for other oppor¬ 
tunistic infcciions which occur. 

Ihe medicaid revision also curtails 
laboratory procedures Co a maximum 
of I8 a and prescriptions to a maximum 
of 60. "Do they know how much 


blood work it rakes to monitor some¬ 
one With AIDS?* Milano asks. *Do 
they know people leave here with as 
many as seven prescriptions at a time?" 
The unfortunate reality is that AIDS is 
a complex condition, and pcopie wnh 


AIDS (P’tf'A.O frequently face a multi¬ 
tude of opportunistic infections simul¬ 
taneously- In order to have a fighting 
chance,, they must be able to see doc¬ 
tors, monitor their blood, and. try drugs 
which might help. 

ACT UP's Treatment and Data 
Committee is opposing the revisions. 
In a recent statement, ii wrote, The 
new rule's message — that people 
with AIDS don't need to sec a doctor 
or nurse more chan once every three 
weeks — ignores [he faces of AIDS 
and will have dtsuterauseffects* 

GMHC's Robert Peterson predicts 
that the action will force PWAs on 
medicaid, to use hospital emergency 
rooms, which i* crisis-oriented Care 
under crisis conditions, 'll directly 
contradict* [Slate Health Com¬ 
missioner Davidl Axelrod's stress on 
early intervene ion. These Bhfcsholds 


will act as a barrier to treatment." 

The -saate regulation contain pro¬ 
visions for applying for exemption 
from the limits. f5ut ACT UP's David 
Z, Kitschenbaum sees this as another 
bureaucratic nightmare: *if the ex¬ 
emptions are granted on a 
case-by-case basis,. instead 
of across-the-board,. peo¬ 
ple are going to be lost EO 
the system." The Com¬ 
munity Health Project's 
Milano-Tedeschi, who ad¬ 
vocates for medirakl recip¬ 
ients on a daily basis, 
agrees. “Forget it., It's a bu¬ 
reaucratic mess. Things 
can sit there for months 
and months/ 

These new restric¬ 
tions are not the first medi- 
takl impediments to health 
care. There Is already a re¬ 
striction that medicaid will 
not cover two separate visits an thE 
same day. This is an insurmountable 
problem for intravenous drug users 
(tVDHs) in methadone treatment, 
who get methadone treatment every 
day and still cannot get medical treat¬ 
ment on the same day. According to 
Kitschcnbaun> h “they are completely 
cut off from medical treatment/ de¬ 
spite the fact chat 6C-&0 percent of 
SVDUsare HIV infected * 

People live or die on the basis of 
these obscure regulatory derails- 

The slate bureaucrats argUC thaL 
they have budgetary constraints and 
must establish limits. Wist they* always 
leave out of ihe equation is that not 
treating people with early interventions 
as outpatients is not only inhumane, 
but will also ultimately lead to their 
hospitalization at JS0Q-S90G per day.

San Francisco-On January 31 K 
during the morning rush hour here* 
Saabs and Vclvos dogged the Golden 
Gate Bridge amidst the morning fog. 
The Uaffic never moves fast on the nar¬ 
row span, but this morning it was mov¬ 
ing slower tfwi usu&l— in f^ot, It wasn't 
moving at ail. A van had stopped 
ahead. Aleut twenty figures got out 
and spread across the five lanes. 
Something was about to give Lhe Num¬ 
bering commuters a rude awakening 
from their fog-bound torpor. 

The van riders Ar etched a banner 
across Ehe bridge ihlL read 'AIDS IS 
■GENOCIDE." immobilized in the fog, 
ihe drivers, if laLer reporLs in the 
iminsiream media are to be belied, 
fumed. For some reason h whenever 
AIDS activists block traffic, TV shows 
like to focus on commuters late for 
work h as though that were a greater 
outrage than the epidemic. 

3 low many limes must we watch 
helplessly as people with AIDS die 
unLreaLed when there exist druff^l n 
trials that exclude them—that could 
have improved, prolonged or saved 
iheir Lives. I am thinking of people 
like Terry Sutton, an activist here. 

Terry had CMV (eyto- 
megaloviruj},, the herpeidlke virus 
that makes some people with AIDS 
go blind, while others waste from di¬ 
arrhea, After herculean efforts, AIM 
activists forced the FDA to release a 
[realm*:nr for CMV, DHFG (ganci¬ 
clovir), Hut DHFG depresses while 


blood counts, just like ACT does, so i[ 
often can 1 ! be taken with AZ1‘. The 
fda won't allow it, Your vision Or 
your life! 

Foseamet p which is still cxpcrl- 
mcntaJ, also (reals CMV. Terry SuLLon 
could not tolerate DfiPC. and yel, hc- 
cauSe he had Hied DM PC, he was ex¬ 
cluded from the Foscamcs (rial. There 
was no scientifically valid reason for 
this DHFG is excreted from ihe body 
within 24 hours, so ti couldnt affect 
his reaction to Foster net. buc 
Foscaftftct J s Sponsor was heeding its 
well-founded fear of absurdly narrow 
FDA criteria for dean data.

Indirectly, perhaps, n may have influ¬ 
enced Fauci"* laier endorsement of 
the Parallel Track concept of allowing 
access to experimental EfeaEfnenis out- 
sidc of rigidly restricted trials. 

Terry Sutlqn finally gut onto a 
‘'salvage* protocol for Posca-meL This 
gruesome (rial requires subjects to 
have developed such low white cell 
levels that ihey are in imminent dan¬ 
ger of fatal blood infections (sepsis). 
En the April 21 issue of John James' 
AIDS Treatment ttews, Terry's friends 
recounted, his words when he finally 
got the drug: ’I'm eligible for 
Foscamet now, but llrs almost dead.' 
The DHFG had, indeed, led EO sepsis. 
Terry died on April 11. 

There's plenty of blame for Terry'S 
death to go around Bureaucrat at the 
FDA like A nil-Viral Drug Division 
Director Dr. Ellen Cooper acknowledge 
Iliac Foscarbnet is active againrt CMV.

"A lot of people give it a lot of lip service," claims producer Scott Masters, 
who works for Catalina and other houses. “And lots of them Stalled cut with 
good intentions. But it adds a few thousand dollars ul exua Lime and effort to 
the cost of making a movje h ft reduces the erode impact of the ti]m h and the 
actors donT get Into it as much. 1 

So, although Masters, says he now insists on condoms in all the films he 
makes, many producers and directors leave li up to the actors. This is the 
’consenting adult - theory; I'Ll make condoms available, but 1 can't regulate 
whether two actors decide not to use them if they both agree not to. 

Numerous interviews with actors (or "mod*Is/ as many of them prefer to 
be oiled), directors, producers, and agents, plus selective viewing e/ recent 
releases, indicate that virtually every mafo t producer now ai least provides con¬ 
doms — the extra strength variety — on the set, along wiih spermiode, lubri¬ 
cant With fiGrtOxynoL-9, and baby oil (for visual effect only, n&l for safer sex 
practices). One producer says he budgets (50 a film for these items (out of a 
iota I budget of about 1 10 thousand). 

&o condoms may be tm Lhe set. Bui whether using ihem is required, 
encouraged, or discouraged seems to depend on lhe producer and director 
involved. No producer practices I he full spectrum of safer sex guidelines, 
Some encourage thaL condoms be used for anal sex, but others donl* and In 
many cases, actors fed they can’t insist: They LhMk condoms may reduce the 
impact of the scene, or that they, themselves* may be viewed as uncooperative 
and not used again

01 
those made after, only one lesbian porn him I know ol which 
includes a safer sei encounter has been actually mode and 
marketed. Cflps, by Fatale Video, has three ten minute sec¬ 
tions, one of which b a masturbation fantasy (always safe).

mented memories which recollect an 
English working-class family—caughL 
in a vicious cycle of domMhC Violence 
and emotional repression —are not 
particularly easy scenes lo witness 
Dteutm Vbim, In fact, Is a terribly 
beamifuL Him. But this sty] Laic beau¬ 
ty, rendered all the more terrible by iis 
subject matter, makes one at times 
almost forget die simultaneously banal 
and violent lives which the film 
remembers. Indeed, ic is a paradoit- 
cal combination: ugliness and beauty, 
remembrance and forgetfulness, gritty 
poveny and stylish cincmaLo^rapby. 
Ic is as if the film, like the characters 
In It, Is unwilliiyg 10 recall the past and 
yet unable to forget it. However, 
another paradox, oddly forgotten by 


most reviewers, seems she most mem¬ 
orable: This deeply autobiographical 
film omits the very life of its 
wrlter/dlrector,, Terence Pavies, a gay 
man who grew up in che Liverpool

H is perhaps an a ll-too-painful 
chcht lo remember how the lives of 
lesbians and pays are continually for¬ 
gotten by traditional histories^ how, 
for example, accounts of the 
Holocaust, which, in their vallaot 
attempts lo "never forget/ continually 
forget the lesbians and gays who died.

What fol¬ 
lows Is a brutal Flashback where 
Eileen. on her knees scrubbing ihe 
basement fl &cx t is violently beaten by 
her father For warning to go io a 
dlrtffi.

I n Dorothy Allison's earlier 
collection of poetry, The 
Women Who Hate Me, she 
write* about [he Silence jflrr a 
fhot£U1 blast In Trash, her 
newest collect ion of short sto¬ 
ries, stK fills lhal void with a 
rare book which, in June 'S?, 
won the first annual Lambda 
Literary Award for Best 
Lesbian Fiction and Lesbian 
Small Press. The creation of 
this stun collect ion, which tats 
truth iq Fiction, was in 
Allison's eyes an ad of sheer 
survival, her 'own shout 
agsinsi death/ 

Alliiotl S vivid prose rolls 
through the red clay of the 
deep South where poverty 
tone at her family like a rabid 
dog. She asserts she was 
"born of a pause of babies” 
and dropped into a drove of 
'razorback desperate" reli- 
lives. All of Trash's central 
characters, tight-lipped women 
with set mouths, “had ankles 
thickened with too many yea fa 
of flour and babies,,/ and worked 
themselves ugly/ 

The entire lot, waitresses, hanky 
tank managers and chi ld mill wot kens, 
daily withstood a rotgul violence that 
“if you fig hi back they kill you/ 
Each., like Aunt Alma in Doni TeUMe 
Few Don't Know, “understood every¬ 


thing, expected nothing, and watched 
her own life tike a terrible fable from 
a Sunday morning sermon/ 

Yei Trash's women,, like cor¬ 
nered rattlesnakes, strike back at 
ibeir venomous lives. Rage, like spit¬ 
tle on a hot Iron, dances throughout 
each piece (only Yankees are safe 
from direct mean-spirited railings as 
they're not worth shit anyway). 
Some, like Dorothy in River of 
Names, arc struck with a blasphe¬ 
mous gift of longues and periodically 
break into Irancc-llke fUs of cussing, 


spitting and hissing. Others, like 
Aunt Alma,, are blessed with the evii 
eye- Locked in her glare "grown 
men break down and cry...little ones 
repent and swear to change their 
ways."

L eonard Mitlovjch, who. In 
1975 1 courageously stood Up to 
the homophobe of die U S, Air 
Force, was the least Hke]y, 
mosi contradictory of gay activist 
heroes. A military brat sod super - 
patriot Etepubl kan, he followed in lhe 
footsteps of his emotionally cool, con¬ 
servative father CRolilicaSty. my father 
made Genghis Khan look like Jesse 
Jackson. "Jl He served three tours of 
duty fcn V^etnsm—partly to prove him¬ 
self a man and partly oul of a death’ 
wish—and railed against U.S, 
politicians for not fighting the war to 
victory. Painfully closeted and con¬ 
fused for most of his young life, he 
left she Catholic Church to Join the 
Mormons. The post-Vulcan IE 
Catholics—with their English-language 
masses and nuns in modern 
dress—hid become uncomfortably 
hbcral r he felt. And yeL. apparently, 
not liberal enough In an extraordi¬ 
nary mu Ural misunderstanding, a 
Mormon led Mailovich to think that 
the Church of tiller Day Saints 
accepts homosexuality. Religion — 
which he would come so distrust— 
could break Mailovxh'S needy heart 
just as easily as men could—and 
repeatedly did.
